The  Employers'  Liability  Insurance  Company  of  the  United 
States,  an  accident  insurance  company,  located  at  Jersey  City,  was 
organized  January  21,  1890,  under  the  general  act  approved  April 
9,  1875,  with  a  paid  up  capital  stock  of  $100,000,  and  made  the 
deposit  of  securities  required  by  law.  They  were  authorized  to 
commence  business  April  7,  1890.  The  name  of  the  Company  was 
subsequently  changed  to  the  American  Employers'  Liability  Insur- 
ance Company. 
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Two  Mutual  Fire  Companies  of  New  Jersey  have  retired  from 
business,  viz. :  The  Industrial  Fire  of  Jersey  City  and  the  Holm- 
del  Mutual  of  Holmdel,  the  former  in  April,  1889,  and  the  latter 
on  February  15,  1890. 

The  report  of  the  Receiver  of  the  Millville  Mutual  Marine  and 
Fire  Insurance  Company  is  printed  on  page  329. 

The  deposits  of  securities  by  Insurance  Companies,  heretofore 
required  to  be  made  with  the  Comptroller  and  State  Treasurer,  are 
now  to  be  made  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  provided  by  An 
act  relative  to  deposits  of  securities  by  certain  corporations,"  ap- 
proved May  12,  1890. 

The  laws  enacted  during  the  legislative  session  of  1890,  concern- 
ing insurance,  are  printed  immediately  after  this  report,  and  pre- 
ceding the  statements-.

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Acts  Relative  to  Insurance. 

PASSED  1890. 

CHAPTEE  CXCIV. 

Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  provide  for  the  regula- 
tion and  incorporation  of  insurance  companies." 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  any  number  of  persons  not  less  than 
seven  may  associate  and  form  an  incorporated  company  for  the 
purpose  of  making  insurance  upon  the  lives  of  horses,  cattle  and 
other  live  stock. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  no  joint  stock  insurance  company 
formed  under  this  act  shall  be  organized  with  a  smaller  capital 
than  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  entitled  to  commence  business  until 
said  sum  is  actually  paid  in  cash ;  nor  shall  any  mutual  insurance 
company  be  entitled  to  commence  business  until  agreements  have 
been  entered  into  for  insurance  and  notes  received  to  the  amount 
of  ten  thousand  dollars;  such  notes  shall  be  considered  a  part  of 
the  capital  stock  of  such  mutual  insurance  company,  and  shall  be 
valid  and  collectible  for  paying  any  losses  which  may  accrue  or 
any  other  lawful  use  or  purpose. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  companies  organized  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
apply  to  companies  organized  in  this  state. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  May  12,  1890. 

CHAPTER  CXCVI. 

An  aCT  relative  to  deposits  of  securities  by  certain  corporations. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  That  all  deposits  of  securities  now  required 
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or  permitted  hy  law  to  be  made  with  the  comptroller  or  the  trea- 
surer of  this  state  by  insurance,  banking,  trust,  guarantee,  safe  de- 
posit and  indemnity  corporations  shall  hereafter  be  made  with  the 
secretary  of  state;  provided,  that  in  other  respects  the  obligations 
of  such  corporations  in  regard  to  deposits  shall  in  no  wise  be 
affected. 

2.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  the  deposits  hitherto  made  by  any 
such  corporation  with  the  comptroller  or  the  state  treasurer,  and 
remaining  in  their  possession,  shall  be  by  them  delivered  to  the 
secretary  of  state,  within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  this  act. 

3.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  the  secretary  of  state  shall  be  in- 
vested with  all  the  powers  and  duties  relative  to  such  deposits  now 
conferred  by  law  upon  the  comptroller  and  state  treasurer. 

4.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this 
act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  Hudson  River  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  located 
at  Jersey  City,  was  organized  September  30th,  1890,  under  the  General 
Insurance  Act  upon  the  mutual  plan.  They  were  authorized  to  com- 
mence business  on  December  4tli,  1890. 

The  report  of  the  receiver  of  the  Millville  Mutual  Marine  and  Fire 
Insurance  Company  is  printed  on  page  317. 

The  laws  enacted  during  the  legislative  session  of  1891,  concerning 
insurance,  are  printed  immediately  after  this  report  and  preceding  the 
statements. 

By  an  act  approved  February  10th,  1891,  there  was  established  a 
Department  of  Banking  and  Insurance,  charged  with  the  execution  of 
all  laws  now  in  force  or  which  may  be  enacted  hereafter  relative  to 
Insurance,  Banking,  Savings,  Trust,  Guarantee,  Safe  Deposit,  Indem- 
nity, Mortgage,  Investment  and  Loan  Corporations. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  Hon.  George  B. 
M.  Harvey  has  been  appointed  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  In- 
surance, and  will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  1st  day  of 
April  next.  He  is  vested  with  all  the  powers,  charged  with  all  the 
duties  and  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  penalties  now  vested  in, 
conferred  and  imposed  upon  the  Secretary  of  State,  acting  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Insurance,  or  upon  the  Board  of  Bank  Commissioners,  or 
any  other  officer  or  board  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws 
relative  to  the  subjects  above  named,  as  also  Building  and  Loan  Cor- 
porations or  Associations  organized  under  the  laws  of  other  States, 
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transacting  or  to  be  admitted  *to  transact  business  in  this  State.  I 
cordially  commend  him  to  all  having  business  with  the  Department 
concerning  such  corporations.

ACTS  RELATIVE  TO  INSURANCE. 


ACTS  RELATIVE  TO  INSURANCE. 

PASSED  1891. 


An  act  to,  provide  for  the  imposition  of  additional  state  taxes  upon 
life  insurance  corporations,  and  for  the  collection  thereof. 

Whereas,  The  revenue  derived  by  the  state  under  existing  legis- 
lation is  insufficient,  the  public  interests  demanding  an  increase  of 
state  taxes  upon  life  insurance  companies;  and  whereas,  it  is  undesir- 
able to  impose  any  taxation  for  state  purposes  on  life  insurance  com- 
panies not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  but  doing  business 
therein,  because,  by  reason  of  the  operation  of  reciprocal  or  retaliatory 
legislation  of  other  states,  the  companies  of  this  state  would  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  a  much  greater  amount  of  taxation  to  other  states  than 
would  be  collected  from  such  companies  of  other  states  by  this  state; 
and  whereas,  such  companies  of  this  state  are  willing  to  bear  the  entire 
burden  of  such  taxation,  provicJed  such  companies  of  other  states  be 
relieved  therefrom  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  That  all  state  taxes,  or  charges  in  lieu  of  taxes,  which 
are  now  imposed  by  any  law  of  this  state  upon  life  insurance  com- 
panies incorporated  by  other  slates  of  the  United  States,  except  such 
taxes  and  charges  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  reciprocal  or  retaliatory 
laws  of  this  state,  are  hereby  abolished  ;  and  so  much  of  any  act  or 
acts  imposing  any  such  taxes  or  charges  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  as  a  substitute  for  such  taxes  and  charges 
hitherto  imposed  upon  companies  of  other  states,  all  life  insurance 
companies  of  this  state  shall  pay  in  addition  to  tlie  one  per  centum  tax 
on  surplus  imposed  by  the  act  entitled  *'An  act  to  provide  for  the  im- 
position of  state  tax^s  upon  certain  corporations,  and  for  the  collection 
thereof,'^  approved  April  eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-four,  a  further  annual  franchise  tax  of  thirty-five  one-hun- 
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dredths  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  total  gross  insurance  premiums 
collected  by  such  companies  of  this  state  during  the  year  ending  De- 
cember thirty-first  next  preceding ;  provided,  that  any  taxes,  or  charges 
in  lieu  of  taxes,  that  may  hereafter  be  collected  by  this  state  from  life 
insurance  companies  of  other  states  shall  be  credited  in  rebate  of  the 
taxes  hereby  imposed  on  companies  of  this  state,  in  proportion  to  the 
several  amounts  payable  by  the  several  companies  of  this  state  under 
this  act;  the  commissioner  of  insurance  shall  ascertain  and  report  to 
the  state  board  of  assessors  all  facts  necessary  to  enable  the  said  board 
to  ascertain  and  fix  the  amount  of  taxation  to  be  paid  by  life  insurance 
companies  under  this  act,  and  shall  ascertain  and  report  to  said  board 
the  amount  of  rebate  to  be  allowed  to  said  companies  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  shall  also  certify  to  each  of  said  companies  the  amount  of 
such  taxation  and  the  rebate  allowed  under  this  act. 

3.  And  be  it  eno,cted,  That  all  the  provisions  relating  to  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  the  tax  provided  in  said  act,  approved  April 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  the 
remedies  therein  contained  in  the  event  of  non-payment,  shall,  so  far 
as  may  be,  be  applicable  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately, 
and  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  or  repeal  by  the  legislature. 

Approved  February  10th,  1891. 


An  act  to  establish  a  department  of  banking  and  insurance. 

1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  department  of  bank- 
ing and  insurance,  charged  with  the  execution  of  all  laws  now  in 
force  or  which  may  be  enacted  hereafter,  relative  to  insurance,  banking, 
savings,  trust,  guarantee,  safe  deposit,  indemnity,  mortgage,  invest- 
ment and  loan  corporations. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  ciiief  officer  of  said  department,  to 
be  denominated  the  commissioner  of  banking  and  insurance,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  beginning  on 
the  first  day  of  April,  one  tiiousand  eigiit  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  confirmed,  unless 
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sooner  removed  by  the  governor  for  cause ;  no  person  shall  be 
appointed  as  such  commissioner  who  is  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
management  or  control  of  any  corporation  affected  by  this  act,  and  his 
term  of  office  shall  immediately  cease  if  at  any  time  he  shall  become 
so  interested ;  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  the 
said  commissioner  shall  give  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  with 
two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  freeholders  of  this  state,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor ;  he  shall  also  take  an  oath  of  office  before 
one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  in  form  similar  to  that  now 
required  of  the  secretary  of  state,  which  bond  and  oath  of  office  shall 
be  filed  in  the  department  of  state. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioner  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  monthly  by  the 
state  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller ;  for  all  services 
performed  by  him  he  shall  charge  the  same  fees  as  are  now  fixed  by 
law  for  like  services  in  the  department  of  state,  and  shall  make 
quarterly  returns  to  the  comptroller  of  all  fees  and  moneys  collected 
by  him,  and  pay  the  sum  so  collected  into  the  state  treasury ;  he  shall 
employ  from  time  to  time  such  clerks,  agents  and  employes  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties;  their  compensation 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  governor  and  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
that  of  the  commissioner;  provided,  that  the  entire  sum  paid  for 
salaries  annually  in  this  department  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
fees  collected  by  the  commissioner  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioner  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  a  deputy,  who 
shall  have  power  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  commissioner  in  case 
of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act  from  any  cause;  said  deputy  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  governor,  and  before  entering  upon  his  duties 
shall  execute  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  two 
sufficient  sureties,  freeholders  of  this  state,  to  be  conditioned  and  ap- 
proved in  the  same  manner  as  the  bond  of  the  commissioner ;  he  shall 
also  take  an  oath  of  office  in  the  same  manner  as  the  commissioner, 
which  bond  and  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  department  of  state. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  department  shall  be  vested  with  all 
the  powers,  and  charged  with  all  the  duties  and  subject  to  all  the  obli- 
gations and  penalties  now  vested  in,  conferred  and  imposed  upon  the 
secretary  of  state,  acting  as  commissioner  of  insurance,  or  upon  the 
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board  of  bank  commissioners  or  any  other  officer  or  board  charged 
with  the  execution  of  the  laws  relative  to  subjects  recited  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  as  also  building  and  loan  corporations  or  associa- 
tions organized  uqder  the  laws  of  other  states,  transacting  or  to  be 
admitted  to  transact  business  in  this  state. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  commissioner,  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor,  shall  devise  a  seal  of  office,  a  description  and  impres- 
sion of  which,  with  a  certificate  of  approval  by  the  governor,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  department  of  state;  every  certificate,  assignment,  convey- 
ance or  other  official  paper  executed  by  the  said  commissioner  under 
authority  of  law  and  sealed  with  the  said  seal  of  his  office,  shall  be 
received  as  evidence  and  may  be  recorded  in  proper  recording  offices 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  a  deed  regularly  acknowl- 
edged or  proved  before  an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  take  proof  or 
acknowledgment  of  deeds ;  and  all  copies  of  papers  in  the  office  of 
said  commissioner,  certified  by  him  and  authenticated  by  said  seal, 
shall  be  accepted  as  evidence  in  all  cases  equally  and  in  like  manner 
as  the  original;  an  impression  of  said  seal  directly  on  paper  shall  be 
as  valid  as  if  made  on  wax  or  wafer. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  books,  blanks,  papers  and  documents, 
securities,  stocks,  bonds  and  mortgages  now  in  the  custody  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  acting  as  commissioner  of  insurance,  or  in  the  office 
of  any  other  state  official  or  board  connected  with  the  matters 
embraced  in  this  act,  shall,  on  demand,  be  delivered  and  transferred 
to  the  commissioner  of  banking  and  insurance,  when  appointed,  and 
thereafter  remain  in  his  charge  and  custody. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  assigned  to  said  commis- 
sioner by  the  governor  suitable  offices  in  the  state  house  for  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  said  department,  and  the  superintendent  of  the 
state  house  and  grounds  shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  the  necessary 
furniture,  fuel,  lights,  and  properly  care  for  said  offices,  the  expense 
thereof  to  be  defrayed  in  the  same  manner  as  like  expenses  of  other 
departments  of  the  state  government. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
this  act  shall  take  effijct  immediately.
